THE INDIAN BAR COUNCILS (REMOVAL OF DIFFICULTIES) ORDER, 1955 

S.R.O. 3142,—Whereas a difficulty has arisen in giving effect to the provisions 
of sub-section (2) of section 4 of the Indian Bar Councils Act, 1926, in relation 
to the constitution of a Bar Council for the High Court of a Part B State; 

Now, therefore, In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Part 
B States (Laws) Act, 1951 (III of 1951), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following Order: — 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Indian Bar Councils (Removal of Diffi¬ 
culties) Order, 1966. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2, For the purposes of sub-section (2) of section 4 of the Indian Bar Councils 
Act, 1926, in computing the period during which a person has been entitled as 
of right to practise in the High Court of a Part B State, there shall be Included 
any period during which such person was entitled as of right to practise in the 
High Court of an Indian State the territory of which is now comprised in that 
Part B State.
